The ‘‘ Challenge ’’ Pulp Grinder. 








The ‘‘ Challenge” pulp grinder, which 
is herewith illustrated and which is made 
by the Challenge Grinder Company, Roch- 
ester, N. Y.. contains a number of new 
features which are of interest and value to 
every paper manufacturer. It is a four 
pocket grinder, built in a very substantial 
manner of the best material, fashioned by 
competent, skillful workmen, weighs 24,- 
000 pounds, produces a ton of commercial 
pulp with 30 horse power, a ton of high 
grade pulp with 35 horse power and a ton 

§ of pulp on a dull stone with 40 horse power. 
It has only one cylinder, one valve and one 


1ydraulic pipe ; the speed of the stone is 
hlways under absolute control and there is 
o change in speed when the cylinder is re- 
versed, 

The vital principle is the method in which 
he hydraulic power is applied. The pock- 
ts work in pairs, the two in operation be- 
ng exactly opposite to each other, one 
bove and one below the centre of the 
tone. In this way the pressure is equally 
ivided on the two sides of the grinding 
urface of the stone, so that there is no 
riction on the bearings and no danger of 
pringing the shaft, as there is when the pres- 
ure is all in one direction, and when the 

linder is reversed, throwing the empty 

ckets out and the full pockets in work, 
1€ same conditions exist. 

In the cylinder is a slide valve, through 
hich the water is admitted. It is con- 
olled by a lever, which is in front of the 
achine, within easy reach of the work- 
an. The moving of this lever gradually 
loses the valve leading to the empty pock- 
ts, at the same time it as gradually opens 
he valve leading to the full pockets. ‘The 
peed of the stone is entirely under the 
ntrol of the operator ; there is a continu- 
us feed and no lost motion. 

The faces of the plungers are corrugated, 





so that there can be no rolling of the wood. 
The work of dressing the stone occupies 
only a few minutes. 
fixture of the machine, operated by a screw, 
and when the stone is sharpened it is at the 
same time trued up, so that at all times the 
pockets can be set up within one-thirty- 
second of aninch, The practical result of 
this is that the machine grinds all of the 
wood out clean, making no long chips and 
very few slivers, and calling for a much 
smaller screening plant than any other 
machine. 

Another decided advantage is that the 
grinder uses the stone down to 41 inches 
in diameter, and as the stone grows smaller 
its cutting surface grows larger, and 
all the time there is being turned 
out the same uniform grade of pulp. 


The dressing tool is a

The flanges on the stone are of cast steel, 
are screwed and bolted, and are 38 inches 
in diameter, so that the stone is held firmly 
in position, and travels steadily and uni- 
formly. The shaft is 8 inches in diameter, 
while the cylinder shaft is 4 inches 
diameter. 

To replace a worn out stone with a new 
one is the work of only a few minutes 
The top of the grinder is divided into two 
parts, each half being hinged. When. it is 
necessary to replace the stone the neces- 
sary bolts are taken out, the halves swung 
open, the stone dropped into position, and 
in avery short time the grinder is again 
ready to do its full duty. 

When the wood in two pockets is ground 
up a gong is automatically sounded to at- 
tract the attention of the attendant. He 
simply fills the two empty pockets, throws 
the controlling lever over, instantly put- 
ting the empty pockets out of work and the 
full ones in, without any change in the 
speed of the wheel or any interruption of 
the work. 

The ‘‘ Challenge” grinder does not oc- 
cupy any more floor space than one with 
fewer pockets, and it will go in any space

The grinder in all its parts is built for 





Its maker says of 
it, ‘‘ You can’t break it in any part,” and it 
will run 365 days in the year without lost

In some paper mills one may some- 
times find immense piles of broken, which 
has been thrown on one side during a poor 
run or allowed to accumulate during several 
days or a week, until the total quantity is 
very large. I donot like to see such things 
in the machine room of a paper mill. It 
looks as if somebody was not attending 
properly to his business, and it also indi- 

cates that the paper maker is not making 
as much money as he should be. The way 
to clean up broken is not to make any, but 
if somebody has done what he ought not to,

the only way to do is to get rid of the 
broken as quickly as possible. It is possi- 
ble to work up broken by means of judi- 
cious brushing out in the beaters and an 
proportion fresh

stock. As stated above, the best way to 
do it is not to make broken, but when the 
machine does get to making broken don't 
fly around like a hornet with its head cut 
off, but sit down, after looking that ma- 
chine over, and calmly figure out the cause 
of the trouble; then it will be easy to find |

and down the machine room and swear at

and see which of them needs a turn or two | 
to straighten it up.

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and have the fabric pressed out of line only 
2 or 8 inches in as many feet, but the guide 
must be very ‘‘small,” to use a nautical 
phrase, when arranged in this manner. 
That is, the roll must be moved a little 
upon the least variation of the felt from 
a direct line, and moved only a little. 
It will take much longer to guide a felt 
when arranged nearly parallel as above, 
and it will also take much longer for the 
felt to get out of line, provided it is ap- 
proximately well located by having the 
main bearings of all the rolls in line with 
each other. By all means so hang a guide 
roll that both ends have the movement in 


opposite direction. This is not always pos- 


sible, but always do so when it can be done | 


without sacrificing other good points. 

Put good gudgeons in the ends of a guide 
roll. It is an aggravation to have the 
gudgeons get loose and allow the roll to 
wabble ; the efficiency is greatly reduced ; 
no roll should have a gudgeon that is less 
than 14 inches in the wood, and 18 inches is 
much better. See that a ring of proper 
diameter and an inch or so in length has 
one end sharpened so that it may be placed 
on the end of the roll and driven into the 
wood around the gudgeon. This 
done, wedges may be driven as tightly as is 
desired around the gudgeon, holding it 
perfectly tight without the least danger of 
splitting the roll. 

Sometimes when guide and other felt 
rolls have been permitted to wear out 
around the gudgeons, the latter are found 
to be working in a cone shaped hole. It is 
sometimes considerable work to repair a 
roll when it has got into this condition. 
About the best way to do it is to centre the 
gudgeon accurately and then pour the coni- 
cal hole fullof melted brimstone. This will

FOX RIVER VALLEY. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. | 
APPLETON, Wis.. 

No particular change is to be noted 
this week in the condition of business here- 
abouts. Some of the mills were somewhat 
busier than usual last week in getting out 
product ordered for delivery on the Ist. 
A number of the mills on the river, how- 
ever, closed on New Year's eve and did not 
following 


January 5, 1897. 


go into operation again until the 
Monday morning, as was done at Christmas 
time, opportunity being taken to make 
slight repairs. The week that has just 
passed has been one of almost constant rain 
in this part of the country in common with 
many others. The country roads were 
never so bad in the memory of the oldest 
inhabitant. A great deal of 
fallen, and as it has been possible on ac- 
count of the frost for only a small part of it 
to go into the ground, it has mostly followed 
much serv- 


water has 


the watercourses and will be of 
ice in conserving the water power during 
the winter. 

The topic of most general interest in this 
valley during the week past has of course 
been the embarrassments of the brothers 
William M. and John S, Van Nortwick. 
Many of the details of the matter were 
given in last week’s issue of this paper, and 
it is already known that the assignments 
were precipitated by the failure of the Atlas 
National Bank in Chicago, in which the 
brothers were large stockholders, and from 
which they had borrowed a great deal of 
money. It should be stated at the outset 
that no one except the Van Nortwicks 
themselves will lose anything by the as- 
signments, and if time is given by the 
creditors, so that the brothers are not com- 
pelled to sacrifice their holdings of prop- 
erty, they will themselves, when all debts 
are paid and the assignees discharged, have 
a very large property left. No official 
statement of assets and liabilities has as yet 
been made, but your correspondent is as- 
sured that the liabilities do not amount to 
more than $500,000, while the assets will 
foot up to nearly if not quite five times that 





sum. Considerable confusion was created 
in the public mind in regard to the matter 
through the complications arising from the 
fact that the brothers were united as a firm 
and also were separately conducting busi- 
nesses of theirown. The first assignment 
was that of the Van Nortwick Bank at Ba- 
tavia, Ill., owned by the brothers. This 
carried with it the assignment of the 
property of the brothers in Illinois, and 
immediately afterward John S. Van Nort- 
wick made an assignment of his interests 
in Wisconsin. Lastly, a receiver was ap- 
pointed for the Western Paper Bag Com- 
pany, an Illinois corporation with mills at 
Batavia and Kaukauna. No receiver has 
betn appointed for any paper mill except 
those of the Western Paper Bag Company. 
The Combined Locks Paper Company is 
unaffected by the assignment and is run- 
ning along just as italways hasdone. The 
Appleton Manufacturing Company, a Wis- 
consin corporation doing business in Illi- 
nois, is likewise unaffected. These plants 
are making money and are taking care of 
themselves, though the Van Nortwick in- 
terests in them have been assigned. The 
Kaukauna mill of the Western Paper Bag 
Company will also be continued in opera- 
tion. Taken in connection with what has 
already appeared in THe Parer TRADE 
JournaL, this about covers all there is in 
the matter. It is understood that William 
is more heavily than John, 
through obligations on account of enter- 
prises in which John was not interested, 
It is probable that when the matter is set- 
tled up the various interests of the brothers 
will be divided, and thereafter conducted 
separately. There is no truth, however, in 
the report of ill feeling between the broth- 
ers, which has been circulated in some of 
the papers. As has already been stated in 
this paper, the largest part of the indebt- 
edness is due to financial institutions, and 
the trade will be little inconvenienced by 
the failure. 

The general office of the Combined Locks 
Paper Company was last week removed 
from Appleton to the mill itself. John S. 
Van Nortwick will however retain an office 
in this city.

When the 
drying facilities are thus increased, the 
machines will be able to make a consider- 
ably larger product. 

One of the digesters at the Kimberly 
mill of the Kimberly & Clark Company was 
cracked last week and temporarily put out 
of condition for work. The digester had 
not been used for several days and was 
thoroughly cool. When a cooking was 
commenced the lining expanded so much 
faster than the shell that the latter was 
cracked. The cooking progressed so that 
none of the product was lost, and repairs 
are now being made to the shell which will 
put it in order again. 


An effort has lately been made at Wash- | 


ington to secure permission from the War 
Department to allow the use of flush boards 
on the dams on the river. It seems prob- 
able, however, that the permission will not 
be given, unless the manufacturers file a 
bond to protect the Government in case of 
damages by flowage, should any such oc- 
cur, At present the flush boards would be 
of service in preventing a good deal of 
water from going to waste. 

Receipts of pulp wood in the valley now 
amount to about forty cars a day, and the 
receipts are scarcely under way yet, as 
there has been so much difficulty in hauling 
wood to the railroads in the north on ac- 
count of the soft weather. A telegram to- 
day from the ‘‘Soo” brings intelligence 
that the rains have reached even that far 
northerly point, and that the hauling of 
wood there has been suspended -for that 
reason. 

Alex. W. Paul, formerly president and 
manager of the Paul Paper Company at 
Menasha, has accepted the position of su- 
perintendent of the mill of the Badger 
Paper Company at Kaukauna, where he 
succeeds Andrew Brower, who has been 
superintendent for many years. Mr. Brower 
will be transferred to the mill of the Quin- 
nesec Falls Company in a similar capacity. 

A couple of boys were arrested and sent 
to the workhouse for thirty days for stealing 
three screen plates from the Riverside Fi- 
bre Company. The boys broke up the 
plates and sold them to a junk dealer, real-

The Supreme Court en éanc, sitting at 
Jefferson City, Mo., has sustained the 
opinion of Judge Valliant, of the Circuit 
Court, in granting a permanent injunction 
restraining Joseph Pulitzer and the direct- 
ors of the Post-Dispatch, St. Louis, from 
interfering with Col. Charles H. Jones’ 
management and control of that paper, 
under a five years’ contract held by Jones 
and which does not expire until 1901.

Mr. Urqu- 
hart has been connected with the papers 
of the house for nearly fourteen years, 
and is personally known toa very large 
number of those in the various indus- 
tries with which the company is identi- 
fied. 








A NEw law went into operation in 
Massachusetts on the first of this year. 
It provides that hereafter all notes and 
sight drafts will have to be paid when 
due, without the usual three days of 
grace. This is an important matter to 
all business men, and the members of 
the paper trade will do well to bear 
the fact in mind, else there may be 
some annoying complications. 





THERE is printed on another page 
the usual summary of the course of 
the markets for the past year, together 
with a statement of losses by fire and 
failure. Inthe latter department the 
showing is certainly good, as com- 
pared with that of other lines of indus- 
try ; and paper manufacturers, while 
not feeling at all satisfied with present 
conditions, can congratulate them- 
selves that there have not been in the 
paper trade as many financial crashes 
as in some other industries. In this 
regard the paper trade has shown its 
strength, especially when it is consid- 
ered that it has been the recipient of 
a good many hard knocks. 





THE Loud bill, amending the postal 
laws, came up before the House of Rep- 
resentatives, sitting as a committee of 
the whole, and was discussed on Tues- 
day and Wednesday, and on the after- 
noon of the latter day it was passed by 
a vote of 144 yeas to 105 nays. There 
was a vigorous opposition to the bill by 
a number of members of the house, 
who were backed up by petitions and 
communications from representatives 
of the printing, publishing and paper 
trades in various parts of the coun- 
try. Their views, however, did not 
prevail, and it now remains for the op- 
ponents of the bill to further exert 
themselves to prevent it becoming a 
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law. It next goes to the Senate, and 
those who have at heart the interests 
threatened will find in this defeat a 
stimulus for more determined and, it is 
to be hoped, more successful work. 


In his first message to the Legisla- 
ture Frank S. Black, the Governor of 
this State, calls attention to the forest- 
Ty question, and after reciting the 
damage which has been done to the 
forests of the State he says: 

Some time this deplorable condition must 

be rectified. Every year the loss to the 
State grows larger, in all cases difficult, 
and in some cases impossible of recovery. 
The land is steadily and rapidly increasing 
in value. The bogus title burrows farther 
out of sight the longer it is let alone. Wit- 
nesses die, and the only thing sure to in- 
crease is the encroachment of individuals 
upon the domain of the State. The en- 
largement of the canals will require 
more water, and the demand in every di- 
rection is increasing, while the supply is 
steadily falling off. A subject of such mag- 
nitude should not be postponed, nor con- 
ducted with the halting method which is 
too apt to distinguish public enterprises, 
in which large appropriations afford con- 
venient resting places where office hold- 
ers may grow old. Not long ago, the State 
appropriated $1,000,000 to preserve the 
beauties of Niagara Falls. That subject 
is without significance compared to the 
Adirondack forests. Every consideration 
of health, pleasure, economy and safety 
urges the speedy consideration of this sub- 
ject, and such consideration should include 
appropriations adequate to ascertain the 
nature of the titles adverse to the State 
and to recover where the titles are insuffi- 
cient and to purchase where they are valid. 
Any other course would be false and un- 
wise economy.” 
The position taken by the Governor is 
that which commends itself to every 
thinking man. The importance of pre- 
serving the forests is not fully appre- 
ciated by the people, and it may not 
be until it is too late. The devastation 
should be stopped, or at least measures 
should be adopted whereby the further 
damage will be prevented. 





THERE is a great deal of tariff agita- 
tion going on nowadays. Not only is 
the Ways and Means Committee hold- 
ing hearings at Washington, but the 
Canadian authorities are pursuing the 
same plan. The Canadians, while they 
are having troubles of their own on this 
score, are watching events very closely, 
and are endeavoring to offset any action 
here which may appear to be hostile to 
them. The sessions of the Canadian 
Commission have been very interest- 
ing and the account of the proceedings 
told in another column by a JOURNAL 
correspondent is both entertaining and 
instructive. In Canada, as here, there 
are two parties to the tariff conten- 
tion, and the statements made by 
them before the commission are well 
worth study. At “Washington the 
paper and pulp men had a hear- 
ing a few days ago. A number of 
representatives of the industries re- 
ferred to were present, and the doings 
were of a character not entirely looked 
for. The manager of a New York pa- 
per put in an appearance and advocated 
in one breath the putting of paper on 
the free list and in the next breath an- 
nounced that if he could not have 
his way there would be a new 
news mill erected. He alleged that 
the manufacturers of news had 
formed a combination, had squeezed 
out the small mills, and were 
oppressing the poor consumer. In re- 
ply to this it was stated by a paper 
manufacturer that there was no such 
combination, and the speaker rather 
sadly added that he was afraid that 
even the centfal selling agency plan 
now under consideration would not 
come to life, while another speaker, 
also a paper manufacturer, flattened 
out the newspaper publisher's argu- 
ment by giving him an opportunity 
to make a five years’ contract. The 
fact is that the rates of duty 
asked by the paper and pulp trade 
are fair and in all justice. They are 
lower than those of the McKinley 
tariff and just a little higher than 
those now in force, while on print pa- 
per the figures are not changed. The 
effort of the publisher was simply to 
play to the gallery, and it was not 
helped at all by the threat which he 
made.

S. K. Yasuba, of Tokio, Japan, called at 
the office of THE JourNAL recently, and had 
the following to say in reference to a paper 
mill enterprise in which he is interested in 
his own country: ‘‘ This is not my first 
visit to this country, and I am here now for 
the purpose of buying American machinery 
for a paper mill which we are to build in 
Japan. I gained my experience in paper 
making at Lee, Mass., being there during 
1893-94. The new mill will be located at 
Kuinamato, which is in the western part of 
Japan. It will run on book and news, and 
its equipment will include two Fourdrinier 
machines, each of 100 inches in width; 
seven beating engines, five of 1,000 pounds 
capacity each and two of 1,200 pounds 
capacity each; three Jordan engines and 
four rotary boilers. We will have a steam 
plant, including three boilers of 100 horse 
power each, and also a complete electric 
plant. Both the steam and electric plants 
will be built in Japan. For stock we will 
use rice straw and ground wood. The name 
of the company is the Tohiseishi Kaisha. 
We have ample water power, there being a 
fall of 200 feet.”

James S. Leavirr. 

James S. Leavitt died at his residence, 
Buffalo, N. Y., December 30. He was 
born in Exeter, N. H., on September 23, 
1815. 

When a young man he learned the trade 
of bookbinding in Boston and went to Buf- 
falo in 1836 to enter the employ of O. G. 
Steele, the first bookbinder in Buffalo. 
Later he started in business for himself 
and became the head of the paper firm of 
Leavitt, Stockton & Co., the owners and 
operators of a paper mill at Niagara Falls 
and a big warehouse in Buffalo, which en- 
terprise failed. 


James H. Goutp. 

The death of Janes H. Gould, of Seneca 
Falls, was noted briefly in last week’s 
Journat. In a tribute issued by the 
Goulds Manufacturing Company he is 
spoken of as follows : 

‘*James H. Gould was born in Seneca 
Falls October 21, 1844, and was the oldest 
son of Seabury S. and Hannah B. Gould. 
He was educated in the village schools and 
at Dwight’s High School at Clinton, N. Y. 
After leaving school he engaged in the hat 
and cap business in New York city, where 
he remained until 1867, when he returned 
to Seneca Falls to assist his father in the 
management of his then extensive business. 
He succeeded his father in the manage- 
ment of the works in 1872, since which 
time he has been the dominating and con- 
trolling spirit of the Goulds Manufacturing 
Company. In company with his brother, 
Seabury S, Gould, he developed great busi- 
ness tact and ability in extending and in- 
creasing the business of the concern, which 
is now the largest pump manufacturing 
house in the world, giving employment to 
about four hundred operatives. He was 
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also at the time of his death president of 
the Exchange National Bank, of Seneca 
Falls. 

‘‘Itisa personal sorrow not a few will feel 
in the knowledge of the death of this man. 
As a personal influence his character was 
marked and his labors constant and unre- 
mitting. The important business enter- 
prise to which he gave all the best years of 
his matured manhood will be keenly con- 
scious of his loss. In him was a union of 
honor, foresight, wisdom and system that 
made his co-operation and his counsel val- 
uable. His fine executive ability made 
him a factor in local affairs to a degree the 
general public did not know. Whatever he 
did was done well. He was methodical, 
systematic and untiring. Mistakes in judg- 
ment he very rarely made. He had a posi- 
tive preference for the safe side of things. 
The duties he was called to: perform were 
virtually unceasing and almost always ex- 
acting. He sought to evade none of them. 
It is easy to say too little and difficult to 
say too much in recognition to the worth 
and services of such a man. He was faith- 
ful to every trust and vindicated every con- 
fidence. 

‘‘The personal and social relations of 
James H. Gould were of the highest order, 
and it will be long before he is forgotten, by 
those who were associated with him. The 
esteem in which he was held was absolutely 
unqualified. He made life better for all 
with whom he came in contact. His regard 
for the welfare of others seemed to be 
scarcely second to his concern for his own 
interests. His courtesy was invariable and 
of the truest type. He was patient, toler. 
ant, considerate and kind. In the home 
circle he was the model husband, and 
father, loving and beloved, thoughtful, 
affectionate and considerate. He will be 
sadly mourned and his memory tenderly 
cherished by the community that is shocked 
and shadowed by the sorrow of his 
death.” 

The friends of H. O. Bateman, of New 
York, will hear with regret that his son, 
three years of age, died last Monday. The 
little fellow was taken down with pneu- 
monia on Christmas.

The 
‘ Castner-Kellner’ works in this country are 
now almost ready to be started, and it is 
reported that they are in a forward position 
on the Continent. Other manufacturers 
are experimenting, with a view to the 
adoption of similar processes, but it is still 
a moot point whether chemical methods 
will eventually yield to. electricity in the 


manufacture of alkalies. The fluctua- 
tions in nominal values, as fixed by 
combination, have been abnormally 


slight, but the differential prices made

The creditors of the Howland Falls Pulp 
Company at their meeting in Portland last 
Monday named John C. Gerald, superin- 
tendent of the company, as assignee. 
Within a. week the chairman of the com- 
mittee of ten will probably call a meeting 
of the company’s stockholders to consult on 
the matter of subscribing new capital, an 
assessment of twenty per cent. being called 
for. Secretary Blanchard stated to the 
writer to-day that a large number of the 
stockholders had already agreed to the as- 
sessment. While a meeting of the Maine 
stockholders was held at Bangor last week, 
Secretary Blanchard claimed that the re- 
sults of that meeting were not known to 
him. By way of settlement with creditors, 
it is said that merchandise creditors will be 
asked to accept fifty cents on the dollar. 
There are some $50,000 of merchandise ac- 
counts as reported, and the twenty per cent. 
assessment on stockholders is said to be 
contingent on the creditors’ acceptance of 
fifty per cent. of their claims. Beside the 
bonded indebtedness of $100,000, there is 
another $100,000 owing for borrowed money 
which is guaranteed by the directors on 
notes. The company has some 200 tons of 
fibre on hand at the mill, which can, no 
doubt, be converted into cash at a price. 
This is the situation to-day, subject to future 
conditions. 

The exports of paper from this city for 
the week ended January 1 reached very 
respectable figures as compared with the 
usual weekly returns, the value being set at 
$14,077, and books valued at $2,799. 

The weather this week is a little more 
winterish, one favorable condition to report.

The great Massena power develop- 
ment, which Tue JourNAL has briefly men- 
tioned, is yet the talkof northern New York. 
The fact that it will rival the great Niagara 
power in a measure is one of the reasons 
which has attracted so much attention to it. 
This is what has brought English capital to 
develop it. John Bogart, one of the con- 
sulting engineers of the Niagara power de- 
velopment, is the consulting engineer of the 
St. Lawrence Power Company. The State 
charter of this company permits it to take 
title to lands by condemnation, with the 
waters, easements or rights therein. It 
may also enter upon and use the ground or 
soil under any street, highway, road, rail- 
road land or public land within St. Law- 
rence County for the purposes specified, 
and may change the location of surface 
grade of any street, highway or road, and 
such right shall be continuous for such pur- 
pose, including the relaying, repairing, al- 
tering or extending its works, provided that 
proper bridges be maintained and the sur- 
face of the roads kept suitable for public 
travel. From these provisions it is readily 
seen that the privileges granted under the 
provisions of this charter are extraordinary, 
to say the least. 

The locality for the development of this 
water power is not generally known. Mas- 
sena is on the lines of the Rome, Water- 
town and Ogdensburgh Railroad, one of the 
Vanderbilt lines, and also of the Grand 
Trunk Railway system of Canada. Easy 
access is had to the forests of Canada and 
the Adirondacks. The country is peculiarly 
adapted for a water power plan, such as is 
proposed to put in operation here. The 
Grasse River has its source in the Adiron- 
dacks and empties into the St. Lawrence, 
two miles below the lower end of the Long 
Sault Island. The surface of the St. Law- 
rence is 47 feet higher than the surface of 
the Grasse River. Between the two rivers, 
which flow parallel about four miles apart, 
is a high plateau, which ends at the Grasse 
River in an abrupt bluff fifty feet high. 
Between the north bank of the Grasse and 
the bluff is sufficient low land to afford 
ample location for mills and industrial es- 
tablishments of any size. The mills will be 
built on rock foundations and the turbines 
placed wherever the greatest convenience 
may demand. The supply will be by direct 
pipes from the canal and the tail races will 
connect with the Grasse, which will serve 
the same purpose that the million dollar 
tunnel at Niagara Falls does. -The canal 
will be carried along the bluff for a mile or 
more, giving a direct fall upon the turbines, 
The plan is the same as the one now in 
successful operation at Niagara Falls by 
the Niagara Falls Hydraulic Power and 
Manufacturing Company. 

The many friends in the trade of the 
Hon. B. B. Taggart, of the Watertown 
Paper Company, will be surprised to learn 
that he was taken quite ill ona train in 
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Kentucky last week, and was compelled to 
take apartments at a hotel in Louisville, 
His son found him there somewhat im- 
proved, and was able after a few days to 
start for home with him. 

The remarkable success of the Bagley & 
Sewall Company with its ‘‘ Never Fail” 
drum winders is particularly gratifying to 
that firm. It has some fifty of them in op- 
eration in various mills throughout the 
country. The new offices of this company, 
which are elegant in appointment, contain- 
ing everything necessary for its large 
business, are now being occupied for the 
first time. 

The dissolution of the grocery firm of 
Bohl & Gamble involves the formation of 
a company which will cut quite a swath in 
the paper trade. C. W. Gamble retires 
from the above named firm after fifteen 
years of hard work in the grocery business 
to engage in the manufacture of paper with 
his brother, J. Munson Gamble, and S. A. 
Upham. This trio of gentlemen have 
bought the Globe Paper Company’s plant 
and will start it up, after making some re- 
pairs and renovations, on news. J. Munson 
Gamble and Mr. Upham are old hands in the 
paper business. They virtually control the 
Brownville Paper Company, and the new 
plant will probably be absorbed under that 
title. This will give them a two machine 
mill and about double their output. 

Christmas and New Year's have come and 
gone. Somehow or other there was not so 
much gift making as usual among the mills 
as heretofore. Whether this was due to the 
hard times or what is immaterial. Super- 
intendent J. D. Donovan, of the Jefferson 
Paper Company, of Black River, passed the 
holidays at his old home at Bellows Falls, 
Vt. Before leaving, however, the mill men 
presented him with an elegant chair. Mr. 
Donovan is a most popular man among his 
men. 


Superintendent Allen R. Cowie, of the 
Remington Paper Company, was hand- 
somely remembered by the employees of 
both mills. Those in Mill A, through John 
D. McMullin, presented Mr. Cowie with a 
beautiful large parlor mirror; while Edward 
Ritch, for the employees of Mill B, gave 
him an elegant chiffonier. Mr. Cowie re- 
sponded to both presentations in a feeling 
manner. 

Tue JourNAL has mentioned the fact of 
the formation of another tissue paper mill 
company headed by James Outterson, who 
has associated with him Wooster Ball, Drul- 
lard Ball and Ray Ball. The two former 
Balls are old pulp men, while the latter has 
been in the produce business in this city 
with his father. James Outterson is pretty 
well known to the paper trade and this 
tribute from an issue of this week's Water- 
town 77mes will be read with interest : 


‘* Last week the paper trade of this section 
was surprised to learn that James Outter- 
son had left the employ of the Newton Falls 
Paper Company as superintendent, with 
which institution he had been connected in 
this capacity since its inception, and that 
he.was about to start a mill of his own in 
company with others. 

‘* But so far as that is concerned, there 
are few better equipped to successfully con- 
duct the affairs of a paper mill than the man 
who is familiarly known as ‘ Jimmie’ Out- 
terson through theentire length and breadth 
of the valley and beyond its borders as well. 
He is the son of Col. J. T. Outterson, of the 
Brownville Paper Company, Brownville, 
who is one of the pioneers in the paper in- 
dustry in thissection. In fact, the Outter- 
sons are born with a paper spoon in their 
mouths, so to speak, for their ancestors 
have been paper makers for generations— 
ever since the art of making paper was in- 
vented.” 


Thomas T. Waller, who has been the 
temporary manager of the Piercefield Pa- 
per and Mining Company during the tem- 
porary absence of D. G. Cahoon, the man- 
ager, and before that of the Globe Paper 
Company, left soon after the return of Mr. 
Cahoon. He has been recalled to Pierce- 
field, however, and tendered an important 
position under Mr. Cahoon as his assistant. 
It is altogether probable that Mr. Waller 
will remain permanently with the Pierce- 
field Falls company now. 

It is announced at Carthage that Peter 
McQuillan has sold out his interest in the 
tannery island to E. L. Single, of Syracuse, 
and a new firm has been formed known as 
Maxwell, Single & Yousey, which will 
build a paper mill on the island in the 
spring. 

R. D. Gibbs, while doing some carpenter 
work for the Empire Wood Pulp Company 
at Black River recently, was caught on a 
set screw projecting from a shaft making 
300 revolutions a minute. He was thrown 
to the floor and succeeded in throwing his 
arms about a post and clinging on so that 
he reduced the motion of the shaft, clogged 
the feed elevator, and finally threw the belt 
off. It was necessary to cut the coat off 
the man in order to release him. He was 
terribly bruised and his breast bone split 
its entire length. wea 
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TORONTO, January 7, 1897. 

The tariff commission of the Cana- 
dian Government is holding hearings yet. 
Of late it has been at Montreal and some of 
the rural districts. This last week the hear- 
ings have been at Ottawa, the capital of 
the Dominion, and some matters of interest 
to the trade have been discussed. 

Prior to this the wall paper industry of 
Canada had an inning, and told the com- 
missioners a thing or two, with some statis- 
tics thrown in. Some have derided this 
move on the part of the new Government, 
but, whether anything comes of it or not, 
certainly the fact remains that the various 
manufacturing interests of the Dominion 
have told what they think would be of benefit 
to them, and the paper and pulp trade, with 
their allied interests, have also shown their 
hand. 

The deputation of wall paper manufac- 
turers urged the necessity of a continuance 
of the present duty on wall papers. An ad 
valorem duty had been found utterly 
inadequate as a protection to the home 
manufacturer, for the reason, as_ they 
claimed, that the surplus and partially dam- 
aged stocks of the United States were 
dumped on the Canadian market regardless 
of cost. This damaged the legitimate home 
trade and was an incentive to dealers to 
evade the payment of full duties by under- 
valuation. The deputation held that the 
slaughtering of foreign goods had increased 
to such proportions, coupled with the diffi- 
culty of properly appraising the value, 
that it was found impossible to have a 
specific form of duty on wall paper. 

The present duty is 35 per cent. on paper 
hangings printed in plain ungrounded pa- 
per, and on all other papers 1c. per roll, 
and 25 per cent. on all other paper hang- 
ings. The deputation also urged the neces- 
sity of a specific or partially specific duty. 
It was claimed that the duty on these two 
classes of goods should be prohibitive. The 
total output annually of this industry is 
$250,000. The memorandum showed that 
the quantity of goods manufactured has in- 
creased from less than one million rolls in 
1878 to 8,250,000 rolls in 1896, the increase 
in value being from $75,000 in 1878 to $465,- 
000 in 1896, and the industry steadily grow- 
ing in importance; while, next to the 
United States, Canada produces the cheap- 
est wall paper in the world, The last and 
strongest argument offered was that the 
effect of abolishing the present specific 
duty would not benefit the consumer, as 
Canadian-made papers are retailed as low 
here as American goods are in the United 
States. The only result would be that, in- 
stead of being manufactured in Canada, 
our wall paper would be made in a foreign 
country. 

There was a little tilt between Mr. Mc- 
Arthur, one of the deputation, and Com- 
missioner Cartwright at the close of the 
hearing. Mr. McArthur remarked that it 
should be taken into consideration that it 
cost as much to set up samples for the 
5.000,000 people of Canada as for the 65,- 
000,000 to 70,000,000 of the United States. 
Mr. Cartwright replied that it would prob- 
ably always continue so unless something 
was done to get a greater population. 

Mr. McArthur thought that when Canada 
had 65,000,000 people within its confines she 
would go in for free trade. Sir Richard 
sarcastically remarked that some people 
were of the opinion that Canada will get 
65,000,000 people much more quickly by 
having free trade. 

Mr. McArthur emphatically said: ‘I 
question that very much.” 

E. J. Major, of the Major Manufacturing 
Company, manufacturer of paper boxes, 
said he had not been able to compete with 
the Americans for several years. The value 
of the raw material in the various depart- 
ments of his business was about 60 per 
cent. of the finished product. The princi- 
pal raw material in paper boxes was straw- 
board, on which there was a duty of $6a 
ton, equal to an ad valorem duty of 33 to 43 
per cent., while the protection on boxes 
was only 35 percent. Mr. Major claimed 
that there was a combination in the United 
States and Canada which controlled the 
strawboard output and he had been com- 
pelled to go to Holland, Europe, for his 
board for several years. If the duty on 
strawboard was lowered he would be satis- 
fied with less protection. 

C. T. Williams, representing roofing pa- 
pers, felts and building papers generally, said 
that strawboard and straw sheathing were 
cheaper in Canada than in the United 
States. The present duty on these goods, 
he thought, was hardly sufficient to enable 
the Canadian manufacturer to obtain a liv- 
ing profit, and any reduction would be the 
means of forcing him out of the business 
altogether. What his branch of the trade 
asked was that the present specific duty of ' 
80 cents per 100 pounds on strawboard and | 
straw sheathing be retained and that all 
other building papers be placed on the 


same rating as tarred felt, viz., 25 per cent. 
duty. 

Summed up, the only tangible result of 
the hearing in Montreal has been to show 
that the overwhelming sentiment among 
the trade is against any change in the pro- 
tective tariff. In fact, all manufacturers 
are united in this, while the importers and 
farmers are favorable to a large reduction 
in the tariff. 

At Ottawa, the Premier, Wilfrid Laurier, 
attended quite a number of the hearings in 
person. The lumber interests were largely 
represented at severalhearings. It was the 
general opinion that if the United States re- 
imposed the duty on lumber of $2 per M 
Canada ought to retaliate by an export 
duty on logs and on pulp wood, Canadians 
interested in the lumber business have been 
considerably agitated over the recent hear- 
ings in Washington on proposed tariff 
changes pertaining to their particular 
branch. The wood pulp trade in Canada 
feels something must be done to protect its 
interests. If the United States imposes a 
duty of $2 per ton on wood pulp, then the 
only way that Canadian manufacturers can 
hold their own is to have their Government 
impose an export duty of $3 per cord on 
pulp wood. 

E. B. Eddy, the extensive Hull, Que., 
manufacturer, was prepared to talk on 
broader grounds than his own industries. 
He thought Canadian manufacturers should 
have a fair protective duty all around. His 
opinion is that if the United States put a 35 
per cent. duty on any article Canada should 
do the same. Passing to the matter of 
paper bags, of which Mr. Eddy’s mills have 
a large output, he pointed out that while 
there is a duty of 25° per cent. on paper the 
duty on envelopes made from paper was 35 
per cent., while on paper bags it was only 
25 per cent. He urged the Government not 
to make a discrimination like this, but to 
classify paper bags the same as envelopes 
and give them the 35 per cent. protection. 
Mr. Eddy expressed himself strongly on the 
matter of export duty on pulp wood. It 
was his opinion that the Government should 
impose a duty as high as $4 percord. At 
present the forests were being depleted 
with practically no return to the country. 
A prohibitory duty, he held, would bring 
capital to the country for investment in 
pulp mills, which would mean the grinding 
of the wood in Canada, with the consequent 
influx of employees and the establishment of 
a largeindustry. This would be the natural 
result, as the United States would have to 
have the pulp. ‘Sir John Abbott asked 
me,” said Mr. Eddy, ‘*‘ what the United 
States would say if we were to impose an 
export duty. I told him thatif we were 
going to legislate for the United States 
we had better shut up our doors.” 

Mr. Eddy continued : ‘‘ I know that own- 
ers of timber grants and preserves object 
strongly to the export duty and advance an 
apparently strong argument in that it 
would deprive a large number of our people 
who gain a livelihood in the woods from 
such employment. That I claim would be 
only temporary, as pulp mills would spring 
up all over our country on available water 
powers, and the demand for pulp wood 
would be just as greatasever. I realize 
that this will be quite a blow to railroad in- 
terests, as the long hauls for freightage are 
quite a revenue to the roads. I suppose the 
railway companies will use every influence 
to keep an export duty from being im- 
posed.” 

On the same day Mr. Eddy was before 
the commissioners a farmer deputation also 
had the floor. F. Kossmack, of North Ren- 
frew, in his remarks asked the Government 
not to impose an export duty on pulp wood. 
He lived, he said, in a country where there 
was a large amount of spruce. He believed 
that an export duty would shut it out of 
the present market. 

G. T. Correll, secretary of the 
library of Brockville, Ont., made a plea one 
day this week for untaxed literature. Mr. 
Correll wanted all books admitted into 
Canada free. This, he said, would knock 
off $95,000 for the Government, but the 
public would get the benefit. It would in- 
jure no one, for the copyright law will pro- 
tect the Canadian publications. As an 
illustration of the injustice of the present

law Mr. Correll related this story, the truth | 


of which he vouched for: A short time ago 
a number of Canadian 
chased 15,000 volumes of Henty at 25 cents 
each. A Toronto publisher, learning of this, 
secured the plates, imported them, printed 
the books in Toronto and invoked the 
copyright law to protect his books. This 
had the effect of completely shutting out 
the reprints purchased by the booksellers.

Tariff on Paper and Pulp. 





The Committee on Ways and Means 
gave a hearing on tariff legislation to man- 
ufacturers of pulp and paper at Washing- 
ton on Thursday last. 

John Norris, a newspaper manager of 
New York, advocated putting paper on the 
free list. He said the newspapers of the 
United States were not at the mercy of a 
combine of paper mills to keep up the price 
of news paper, for the proprietors of the 
larger papers were able to and did build 
mills of theirown. But a combine existed 
which kept the price of paper at 24 cents a 
pound, when it could be made and profit- 
To take 
the present duty off paper, he said, would 
be a check upon monopoly and force the 
combine to keep the price down to a nom- 
inal figure. Mr. Norris said the large mills 
had driven the smaller mills out of the 
business of making this paper. 

Ex-Representative W. A. Russell, of 
Massachusetts, denied the statement of 
Mr. Norris. Nocombination, he said, had 
been formed or .was contemplated. Mr. 
Norris, he said, knew this, or should know 
it, as well as anyone. The object of the 
fifteen or twenty gentlemen who came 
together a yearand a half ago was to con- 
sider whether they could not put their 
plants together and operate them so as to 
effect great economies and be better able 
to compete with outside manufacturers. 
From calculations then made it had been 
found that from $1,000,000 to $1,500,000 a 
year might be saved on the output of the 
various mills by combination. They did 
not contemplate saving that for themselves. 
They did not ask for it. He would keep 
the present duty on book and news paper. 
On wood pulp he would place a specific 
duty. Onthe last-named article he asked 
only the difference between wages here 
and abroad. 

Ex-Senator Warner Miller, of New York, 
followed Mr. Russell. He said he knew of 
no combine to put up the price of paper or 
control its output. If newspapers feared a 
combine, they could to-day make contracts 
for years to come at a reasonable price. 
Mr. Norris had suggested that newspapers 
would build their own mills. The speaker 
wished they would doso. In case they did 
he predicted a failure, The rates asked on 
paper were very reasonable, and at his sug- 
gestion they were reduced in 1883. Mr. 
Miller, replying to a question by Mr. Nor- 
ris, said he had not, nor never did have, any 
interest in the Manufacturers Paper Com- 
pany. ° 

Wellington Smith, of Lee, Mass., spoke 
on tissue and copying papers. Japan, he 
said, was crowding the makers of these pa- 
pers very closely. He requested a duty of 8 
cents per pound and 10 percent. ad valorem 
on copying, and other thin papers, weigh- 
ing not over 6 pounds to a standard ream, 
and on papers weighing over this 6 cents 
per pound and 10 per cent. ad valorem. 

W. G. Reed, of Massachusetts, a manu- 
facturer of photographic paper, said that 
under the present law the makers of this 
paper had about exhausted themselves in 
competition with foreigners. Since the es- 
tablishment of this industry in the United 
States the price of the paper had been 
greatly reduced, but if the domestic manu- 
facturers were driven out of the business 
he saw nothing to prevent the foreigners 
from again raising the price. In place of 
the present duty of from 20 to 30 per cent. 
ad valorem, he desired a rate which would 
make up for the difference in the cost of 
labor here and abroad.

In the coloring of paper the coal tar 
colors may be used with comparative ease 
to replace their natural rivals, the coloring 
matters of the mineral and vegetable king- 
doms. This fact is connected with the 
comparatively perishable nature of the ma- 
terial, on account of which the fastness of 
the coloring matter is of but little impor- 
tance. Indigo and logwood are the most 
important rivals of the coal tar colors, and 
of these two we may confine our attention 
to the latter, as indigo has never attained 
any great importance in the coloring of 
paper. Indeed, the use of logwood has 
yet many adherents on account of its 
cheapness and abundance, but it is far 
easier to replace it in the paper industry 
than it is to replace it in the dyeing of tex- 
tile fabrics, where an exact match is re- 
quired looking at the fabric both full and 
overhand. 





Of the mineral colors we have 
low, chrome yellow, 
chrome orange; for red, cinnabar and red 


For yel- 
ochre; for orange, 


lead; for blue, Prussian blue and ultra- 
marine; for green, Schweinfurt green, 
chrome yellow with Prussian blue; for 


black, graphite, Pussian blue. 

Although these colors have the advan- 
tage of greater fastness, yet they combine 
many disadvantages. On account of their 
insolubility and their specific gravity 
which is generally high, there is consider- 
able difficulty in getting them even, and 
this can only be done when the particles 
are uniformly suspended throughout the 
dye, a condition obtained by vigorous agi- 
tation. 

Some of these mineral colors are poison- 
ous, and therefore for many purposes their 
use is, from the first, inadmissible.

Chrome orange, chrome yellow, Prus- 
sian blue and Schweinfurt green are most- 
ly produced in the pulp by adding, in 
order, solutions of the corresponding salts. 

Of \the vegetable colors indigo and log- 
wood have already been considered; in ad- 
dition to these we have catechu and soot. 

In coloring paper there are, as is well 
known, two different methods of procedure: 

1. The application of coloring matter to 
the pulp. 

2. The coloring of the prepared paper. 

The first method corresponds somewhat 
to dyeing cotton in the yarn; the second, 
to the dyeing of the woven fabric. 

As paper mainly consists of vegetable 
fibres, the following processes have to be 
considered 

1. Coloring with basic dyes, using tan- 
nin and similar mordants. 

2. Coloring with direct cotton colors. 

3. Coloring by acid colors, using chrome 
and like mordants. 

The last method is inadmissible, on ac- 
count of the cost and difficulty of the 
process. 

Coloring with direct cotton colors, as in 
textile dyeing—that is, in boiling solution 
with addition of salt—is not feasible in col- 
oring paper. 

On the contrary, the use of basic color- 
ing matters with the aid of mordants 
has found a general and facilitated appli- 
cation. The use of acid wool colors with- 
out mordants is almost excluded in the 
dyeing of vegetable fibres. Eosin, cro- 
cein and marine blues in strong solution 
of sodium sulphate and alum are, it is 
true, used for the production of specially 
brilliant shades on cotton, but the extent 
of this use is relatively very limited. The 
case is quite different, however, in paper 
coloring. 7 
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The direct acid wool colors here play a 
very important part; as far as the method 
of application goes the direct cotton colors 
are included, but their high price alone has 
until now kept them from general use. As 


| a matter of fact, then, the following classes 


of dyestuffs have to be considered: 

(a) Basic dyeing materials. 

(6) Direct wool colors. 

(c) Direct cotton colors. 

(@) Coloring with basic colors in the pa- 
per pulp—The pulp, mixed with resin soap 
and the solution of the dyeing material, is 
treated with a solution of tannin and so- 
dium acetate or soda till the dyestuff has 
completely separated out. For this about 
% to 4 per cent. (on the weight of dry pulp) 
of tannin, and as much sodium acetate or 
soda, is necessary. 

The latter are added for the purpose of 
neutralizing the acid set free by the com. 
bination of the coloring matter with the 
tannin, and thus facilitating the precipi- 
tation. 

The resin soap is produced by the saponi- 
fication of resin, and in this reaction the 
alkali salt of abietic acid is formed. The 
object of the resin soap is to size the pa- 
per, and partly also to fix the coloring 
matter, by being able to convert the basic 
dyeing material into resinates of the color 
bases. An excess of tannin is to be 
avoided.

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Coal Tar Colors for Pigment 
Production.

The basic colors among the artificial 


dyestuffs are usually employed for pigment 


makes obtained by precipitation on an 
inert substance.

ing, and for preparing pigments for decora- 
tive painting. These are the lake scarlets, 
brilliant croceines, eosines, patanitraniline, 
orange RRL, milling yellow, acid green, 
formyl violet, naphthol 
black and diamine jet black. We will de- 
scribe these under the colors they pro- 
duce. 

Red—There are four brands of the lake 
searlets. The R, 2R and 3R give full but 
rather dull red shades, the 3R brand being 
the richest in color. The fourth, lake scar- 
let GG, gives a rich yellow tone of red. The 
pigment is prepared by precipitating the 
dyestuff with barium chloride on hydrate 
of alumina. The brilliant croceines pre- 
cipitated in the same way give much 
brighter reds, the M and MOO brands be- 
ing especially valuable as pigments. Ama- 
ranth B gives a rich purple, and Bordeaux 
BL a Bordeaux shade by the same precipi- 
tation. Paranitro-aniline, to give it its full 
chemical name, is a dyestuff that has made 
a great stir in the world since it was dis- 
covered, for the shade it produces on the 
fibre rivals Turkey red 1n brilliancy and in 
every other good quality. The Frankfort 
house call their brand paranitraniline C, 
and as a pigment it gives a bright brick red 
shade, especially fast to light, and abso- 
lutely resistant to the action of alkalies. 
It is a little troublesome to make, the 
method being somewhat similar to the 
dyer’s in using coloring matter. Stir 10% 
pounds paranitraniline C to a thick paste 
with hot water, add 26% pounds conc. 
muriatic acid, and then boiling water, until 
everything ‘is clearly dissolved. Cool the 
solution with ice or let it stand over night, 
and add, while well stirring, one portion, 
5% pounds, nitrite, previously dissolved in 
cold water. Dissolve 11 pounds betanaph- 
thol with 11 pounds soda lye, 75°, Twaddle, 
and 11 pounds soda in about 11 gallons 
water; add 6% pounds Turkey red oil, and 
the base (according to shade, as much as 
660 pounds carbonate of lime or barytes 
stirred together with a sufficient quantity 
of cold water). Then while stirring, let 
the above paranitraniline-solution run 
in. 

The precipitate forms at once, and must 
be twice washed out with water. In 
grinding this precipitate, when dry, in iron 
mills, proceed very cautiously, as it ignites 
sometimes, especially when red lead has 
been used. 

‘The eosines are also useful reds. Eosine 
GGF is the reddest; yellowish shades are 
got with the 3G brand, the bluish with 
the BF. It may be information to note 
that the letters after the name of a dye- 
stuff usually denote the minor shade; thus 
G stands for gelb, the German for yellow; 
B for blau or blue. The very blue shade, 
known as ‘‘ carminette,"’ can be obtained 
by adding up to 20 per cent. of rose Bengal 
extra N to the GGF brand. The eosines 
are precipitated with sugar of lead, 100 
parts of eosine GGF necessitating the em- 
ployment of 125 parts of the acetate. After 
precipitation the pigment must be washed 
thoroughly two or three times, and well 
pressed, otherwise the color loses in beauty 
and intensity when being dried. Magenta 
and the safranines, precipitated with tan- 
nin and soda on a mixture of equal parts 
of china clay and barytes, also give 
most satisfactory shades. 

Orange—A reddish, very intense orange 
is got with a new color, orange RRL; the 
ENL brand and orange extra give two 
very different light shades. They are pre- 
cipitated in the same way as the lake 
scarlets. 

Brown—Precipitated in the same man- 
ner as lake scarlet, acid brown D givesa 
beautiful light brown, very pure in tone. 
Bismarck browns EE and GG give solid, 
deep browns when precipitated with tannin 
and soda on china clay and barytes. The 
former brand is absorbed without further 
addition, by ochre, and gives a rich umber 
shade. Tannin brown B precipitated in 
the same manner as the Bismarck browns 
gives the darkest possible brown—a step 
further and it would be a black. 

Yellow—There is plenty of variety of 
shade to be got here. Fine pure yellows 
can be made with naphthol yellow S and
